Student Mack Wil- 
liamson took first and fourth place in a Class SC Ensemble 
and Class V Ensemble respectively. 

Berklee's annual High School Jazz Festival, the 
oldest and largest competition of its kind in the United 
States, celebrated its 40th anniversary on February 9 at the 
Hynes Convention Center. More than 3,000 students and 
200 bands performed and competed for tuition scholar- 
ships totaling $175,000 — the highest amount awarded in 
the history of the festival.

The board first signed and approved the treasury 
warrants for the week and then met with Police Chief 
Lincoln Miller to consider appointing Matthew M. Cooper 
as a Special Police Officer with the Marion Police Depart- 
ment. 

'I'm respectfully requesting you to appoint Mr. 
Cooper as a Special Police Officer,'' Chief Miller said. 
"Mr. Cooper has previously served with Plymouth Police 
Department and the Rockland Police Department and has 
met all the requirements for the Marion Police Depart- 
ment.''

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point Mr. Cooper as requested. 

The board next approved one-day special alco- 
hol licenses for the Marion Music Hall on March 29, the 
Marion Art Center on March 8, and an event at Silvershell 
Beach on August 7, 2008. 

The board next added a 2000 Ford Crown Victo- 
ria from the Fire Department to the town's list of surplus 
property which was approved at their last meeting. 

The board then considered a request for a sewer 
betterment abatement for a superfluous tie-in. 

"This is a request for a sewer betterment that is al- 
most a year old/' Mr. Dawson said. "What happened here 
is the time when the sewer upgrades were taking place 
... it was the owner's intention to merge two lots into one 
lot, so there would only be a need for one sewer tie-in. 
We needed proof from the Register of Deeds that it was, 
in fact, one lot. It's a wash, there would be no adverse 
impact in approving this betterment." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the betterment as recommended. 

The board sent letters of appreciation to Priscilla 
and Charles Bradley for their past service to the town. "I 
just think 100 years from now these people will be re- 
membered for their contributions to the Town of Marion," 
Selectman Henry added. 

The board also approved a Common Victual- 
ler's License for "Rose and Vicki's" to be located at 311 
Wareham Road, taking over the former Gourmet Grieko 
Restaurant. 

The board also received a request from the Music 
Hall Advisory Committee to expend $1,000 from the 
Music Hall Endowment Fund to replace the handicap ac- 
cessible door at the rear of the building which is damaged 
from rot and needs to be replaced.

project of refacing (that side) of the Music Hall and there 
was some pretty serious water damage done as a result/' 
Mr. Dawson said. "This recommendation from the Music 
Hall Advisory Committee certainly makes sense.'' 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
prove the request as submitted. 

The board also approved the appointment of 
Hamish Gravem to the Police Station Building Committee 
as recommended by the Finance Committee (FinCom) to 
represent them. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson noted the Police Station Building Committee has 
resumed meetings and are forging ahead to meet with 
the architect and "see how to best proceed from here," he 
said. "I believe they plan to meet again on Thursday. It is 
up and operating again and trying to see if there is some- 
how, someway to come up with an acceptable approach 
to a desperately-needed situation." 

Mr. Dawson also noted the deadline to submit 
citizen petition articles for the Annual Town Meeting war- 
rant was February 29, and they have received three such 
articles: one to reconsider a recall by-law for the Town of 
Marion; one to ask the Board of Selectmen to reconsider 
their recent vote to adopt third-party ambulance billing; 
and the third to ask Town Meeting to accept the report 
of the EMS Research Committee which was previously 
submitted to the Selectmen. 

According to Mr. Dawson, all three have been

Rochester Commuter Rail Meeting 

March 3, 2008

A special meeting with representatives from Gov- 
ernor Deval Patrick's office on behalf of South Coast Rail, 
the Rochester Board of Selectmen, various town officials 
and residents was called to order on Monday, March 3 at 
6:30 pm in the Rochester Town Hall. 

According to Kristina Egan, the EOT South Coast 
Rail Project Manager, they Ve been going out to the vari- 
ous communities in the area that will directly be impacted 
by the proposed South Coast commuter rail project to 
solicit input and find out how to best proceed with the 
project without adversely affecting their existing quality 
of life. "We've been going out to the communities for the 
last six months and we're evaluating our different alterna- 
tives and will be coming out with a shorter list (of pos- 
sible routes) next week," Ms. Egan said. "We spent a lot of 
time driving through Rochester before this meeting ... we 
saw a lot of stables and horses and (open space). For us, 
we feel we can work with communities such as Rochester 
to help shape growth. We're looking to identify places 
where you think you'd like to see new growth and also 
help to preserve open space."

Goody Clancy and the Southeast Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (SRPEDD), Ms. Egan said 
they are looking "at the economic needs of the 31 cities 
in towns ... while balancing between regional and local 
needs into a smart growth plan.'' 

Weighing some 63 initial options for the pro- 
posed commuter rail line from Boston to the Greater New 
Bedford /Fall River area, Ms. Egan said they won't have 
the actual route decided until some time in 2010. But they 
will be narrowing down the viable options to some six or 
so which are the most practical and cost-effective at the 
moment and announcing those within the week. 

"I think we all agree that the (commuter rail) 
will increase the desirability of the Town of Rochester to 
everyone/' Selectman Dan McGaffey said. 

"As part of this project we are looking to how we 
can assist you, as a community, in terms of helping you 
manage growth and preserve the character (of the town) 
that you want," said Larissa Brown of Goody Clancy. 
"We do know something about you and have read about 
the new developments ... but we'd like to know what is 
the community character that you'd like to keep?" 

"We're pretty much a rural, residential commu- 
nity with some agricultural and industrial (properties)," 
said Town Planner Randall Kunz. "We have two-acre 
zoning and we're fairly liberal with projects within those 
zones. We're very protective of our aquifers ... and we're 
getting smarter about identifying them and protecting 
them." 

"We saw a pretty substantial impact the last time 
the train station was opened up in Middleboro," said 
Robert Cummings of the Planning Board. "There was 
just a real market change ... both subdivisions and A&R. 
The town is mainly residential and there's been some 
resistance to (commercial development). SEMASS is sort

of the town's savior ... but now we're at the point that if 
SEMASS wasn't here we'd be in serious trouble." 

"People like the peaceful lifestyle here," added 
Police Chief Paul Magee. "But we're getting more newer 
residents who are looking for the type of services they 
had (elsewhere), so in the public service sector we're try- 
ing to balance those two needs." 

"We have been working to protect a lot of land, 
but as you know you can't buy it all," said Susan Peterson 
of the Rochester Lands Trust. 

"I was in Lakeville, which has gone up 40 per- 
cent in population since the train station came in," said 
Town Admininstrator Richard LaCamera. "I don't think 
development is going to stop ... the Planning Board just 
approved a 110-unit housing development. We're work- 
ing to (expand) the elementary school which is definitely 
overcrowded. We're all anticipating significant increases 
and the problem is the money coming from the state isn't 
even close to matching (what we need). We're lucky to 
have SEMASS, but as Mr. Cummings said, all of it is being 
used to (balance the budget). But something's gotta give

under the current tax structure. When you look at the 
total picture here, the community is going to grow, there's 
going to be significant growth in the school system, our 
police force will need to expand, we have road construc- 
tion that needs to be done — somewhere between $2 and 
$3 million.'' 

"Rochester, historically, has always been very fru- 
gal," Mr. Cummings said. "But if you prove to them we 
need something, they'll support it. Voters just have to be 
convinced, but once they're convinced, they reach down 
deep into their pockets and support it." 

According to Town Planner Randall Kunz, they 
are currently in the process of updating their Master Plan 
which sets priorities for future town expansion and devel- 
opment. 

"The problem is the town has all its eggs in one 
basket," said Selectman Richard Nunes. "It's with SE- 
MASS ... (and) they have contracts with NStar, but those 
contracts are expiring. So SEMASS is going to have to buy 
and sell electricity through the stock exchange around 
2011-2012." 

"There are towns like Westport which have tra- 
ditionally been more rural and they've made the decision 
to develop the town center for more commercial use," 
Ms. Brown said. "Is that something Rochester has consid- 
ered?" 

"It's nice talking about, but it's not a simple thing 
to do," Selectman McGaffey said. "You're now talking

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about increased infrastructure, possibly town water and 
sewer ... and that's expensive.'' 

"From what we've learned about Rochester, 
you're clearly thinking about your future," Ms. Brown 
said. "You just had the Department of Revenue (DOR) 
do a study, you're dealing with new development, and 
you're working on updating the Master Plan." 

"It's wonderful to talk about planning, but we can 
only overcome our current understanding of our town 
with real data ... and right now, we don't have it," Select- 
man McGaffey said. 

"I think we do have the data, we just haven't real- 
ized it," Mr. Cummings said. 

"In this town we haven't been planning very 
well," Selectman Nunes said. 

"I came here tonight thinking that we were going 
to discuss the (commuter) railroad," said resident Tom 
Strutski. "The time is now for us to start working on some 
mass transit. I've seen what mass transit can do for a com- 
munity and do for a state — it's a win-win situation." 

"I do also think that mass transit is something we 
need in the future and I appreciate your comments," Ms. 
Egan said. "My main job is to build the railroad ... and 
Governor Patrick would like the railroad to be up and 
running by 2016." 

"The elephant in the room, having identified 
that we're going to be a bedroom community, is that the 
trend will bring in more people with kids who need to be 
educated and it costs like sin," Mr. Kunz said. "And the 
railroad will do that to Rochester and it's a large white 
elephant." 

"It all goes back to the overall issue of how we 
raise our money," Ms. Egan said. "I call it vasectomy zon- 
ing, because we have all this 55 and over zoning and we 
don't have any places for children to grow up." 

"There are probably at least two levels in Roch- 
ester — you've got the rural economy, with farmers who 
work the land; and then you've got people who live here 
but work in Boston or elsewhere," Selectman McGaffey 
said. "We've got to find a way to fund schools that isn't 
based on property taxes." 

Ms. Egan noted there will be additional meetings

Hog Wash

Penelope, Starring Christina Ricci and James McAvoy. Directed by 
Mark Palansky. Running time: 89 minutes. MP A A rating: PG. 

How? How can a movie with this premise and this cast be so 
mercilessly dull and stupid? The titular heroine of Penelope (Chris- 
tina Ricci) was born with a pig snout for a nose, the result of an 
old curse placed on her family. To break the curse, she must win 
the love of a ''blueblood'' like herself. So Penelope's overbearing 
mother (Catherine O'Hara) sends for dozens of potential suitors, all 
of whom run screaming from her hideous visage, crashing through 
windows. The problem is, Penelope isn't hideous at all; Christina 
Ricci is actually rather cute in her prosthetic. So the movie seems 
off right from the start. If you're going to make a fable about a 
woman learning to overcome her deformity, make sure she has a 
deformity to overcome. 

Penelope seems to be set in some fairy-tale conflation of New 
York and London — half the cast is British, and not all of them 
bother to Americanize their accents. (The film was shot mostly in 
London.) People use rotary phones and typewriters, too, so I guess 
we're supposed to take the introductory "Once upon a time" title 
card literally. It's a whimsical fantasy, then, and it seems to be 
aimed straight at the hearts of impressionable teenage girls (who 
would probably rather see Juno again than see this). But it takes 
forever to get to the point, and our time until then is taken up with 
the usually dependable Catherine O'Hara obnoxiously playing to 
the rafters, and a pre-Atonement James McAvoy morosely tickling 
the ivories after Penelope has rejected him {Penelope has been on 
the shelf for at least two years), and Peter Dinklage providing the 
only mild laughs as a one-eyed reporter who first wants to expose 
Penelope and then has a change of heart. 

I was unsurprised to learn that the movie was written by Leslie 
Caveny, a writer and producer on Everybody Loves Raymond, and 
directed by first-timer Mark Palansky, who spent about a decade as 




an assistant on, and then second-unit director for, various Michael 
Bay productions. I'd like to think that the creative marriage of a 
sitcom writer and a Michael Bay protege might produce a wonder- 
ful child, but Penelope is stillborn, even though Reese Witherspoon, 
in her first effort as a producer, midwifed it. (Witherspoon plays 
a small, highly extraneous role as Penelope's new friend who 
makes deliveries on her winged motorcycle.) What on earth did 
Witherspoon see in this material? 

The minute we lay eyes on James McAvoy, we know he's go- 
ing to be the one for Penelope — he's not like all the other suitors, 
and he gets a teasing rhythm going with Ricci, who's otherwise 
pretty stranded up there, never getting to use her gift for sarcasm 
or even any garden-variety smarts. Penelope is just pushed this 
way and that by fate. The movie is surprising in one regard only: I 
never thought I'd see a movie in which such supporting players as 
Richard E. Grant, Nick Frost, Russell Brand, and Lenny Henry — 
seasoned British comedians all; maybe Witherspoon watches BBC 
America a lot — are completely unfunny. Penelope is useful as an 
example of how the talents of many — and I include Witherspoon, 
who I hope has a shinier future as a producer — can be overridden 
by an untalented writer and director. It plays like a Lifetime TV 
movie made by people who love everything about Tim Burton's 
work except that dark gothic stuff.

They are sent to people requesting information 
about Fairhaven and to regional media outlets. The Office 
of Tourism also submits lists of events to be included in 
regional guides and websites. 

Listings must be submitted in writing and should 
include the following: name of event; location, includ- 
ing street address; date(s); time(s); name of sponsoring 
organization; admission prices; a description of the event; 
how to obtain tickets, if needed; handicap accessibil- 
ity information; and a telephone number that the public 
may call for further information. If the organization has a 
website or an email address, that may be included as well. 
The description of the event may include names and brief 
biographies of performers, schedules of activities, lists of 
participating vendors, or other information explaining the 
event. Please double-check your listing to be sure that all 
of the necessary information is included.
